ALBANY — City Council can- 
didate Brian Parker has raised 
$10,341 for his campaign, shoot- 
ing above the city’s $6,000 vol- 
untary spending limit and rais- 
ing the ire of residents who claim 
he and ally Robert Lieber are 
running campaigns based on 
scare tactics and misinformation. 

In addition, out of 38 itemized 
contributions to Parker’s cam- 
paign, 26 of them came from out- 
side the city, including Humboldt 
County, Phoenix and Chicago. 

Parker said he’s raised money 
from friends and family members 
who live elsewhere to stand up 
against Magna Entertainment 
Corp., the owner of Golden Gate 
Fields, and the city’s political es- 
tablishment.

Measure K

EL CERRITO — The commit- 
tee in favor of Measure K, which 
would continue the city’s utility 
users tax, reported it received 
nearly $15,000 in its latest fi-

Bill Garlock, a San Mateo 
County developer working with 
the city to build a controversial 
BART parking garage and con- 
dominium complex at El Cerrito 
Plaza, donated $2,500 to Save El

Comments to start 
on garage proposal

EL CERRITO — Starting 
Monday, Nov. 1, residents will 
have 45 days to comment on the 
supplemental environmental re- 
port for a 400-space parking 
garage and adjacent 99-unit con- 
dominium complex at the south- 
east corner of El Cerrito Plaza. 

The comments will be taken 
into account by the planning com- 
mission, which could allow the 
controversial project to move for- 
ward after approving the docu- 
ment following the review period, 
said associate planner Lee Huo. 

Originally due out in mid-Au- 


gust, the SEIR was delayed while 
details of the project were re- 
viewed. 

“We're pretty certain, pretty 
confident it will come out on Nov. 
1, barring any complications at 
this point which we don’t think 
are going to happen,” Huo said. 

The city has a memorandum 
of understanding with San Ma- 
teo County developer Forest 
Plaza Partners LLC and BART 
that the developer will build the 
garage with the spaces reserved 
for BART patrons between 5 and 
10 a.m. weekdays.

were told the facility would re- 
main open for a graduation party 
in June. 

“It’s really upsetting for a lot 
of us,” said senior Anna Schu- 
macher, 17, who in an e-mail 
called for El Cerrito students to 
petition against the decision. “We 
feel like the district doesn’t care 
about us, or about grad nite.” 

Bill Savidge, district engineer, 
said he advanced the construc- 
tion date to ensure the tempo- 
rary $6 million El Cerrito cam- 
pus would be ready in time for 
next school year. 

Otherwise, Savidge said, stu- 
dents may have to endure heavy 
demolition by wrecking ball and

jackhammer during school in fall. 
The new timeline will make con- 
struction less disruptive — and 
less hazardous, Savidge said. 

“It’s about trying to create the 
safest possible condition for stu- 
dents when they return.” 

Last school year, administra- 
tors told concerned parents that 
construction would begin June 
15, a few days after the annual 
Grad Nite party. 

However, Savidge said, after 
looking at recently approved 
plans for the temporary campus, 
he found the gym was the clos-

Another thing that’s gone is 
the intimate voting experience 
of my youth.

From now on, if I 
want to vote, I'll have to do it by 
mail. And it’s not hard to see 
where this trend is going. It 
won't be long before we're vot- 
ing on the Internet. 

I won't pretend I’m going to 
miss standing in line. Or jug- 
gling my schedule to find time 
to vote. 

But I will miss the communal 
experience. Voting is not just 
making choices; it’s also a pow- 
erful ritual by which we affirm 
our commitment to our democ- 
ratic process — and each other. 

Every time we cast a ballot, 
we proclaim, “Here the people 
rule.”

Avenue realty firm holding anniversary open house 


JEANS REALTY is celebrat- 
ing its 43rd year in business on 
Nov. 6, when it will hold an 
open house for clients, neigh- 
bors and friends.

The staff is comprised of Diane 
Sindel-Deutsche, a third-gener- 
ation real estate broker who 
now runs Jeans Realty, to- 
gether with broker associate 
Bill Shaw and office manager 
Deborah M. Everett. 

All are longtime Albany resi- 
dents. In fact, both Diane Sin- 
del-Deutsche and Bill Shaw 
were born in Albany. They 
spent much of the time ex- 
tolling the joys of our little 
jewel of a city. 

Jeans Realty was started by 
Martha and Joe Jeans. Actually, 
he started with an insurance of- 
fice, but then Martha took over 
and turned it into a real estate 
concern. Martha and Joe were 
killed in an airplane crash in the 
Canary Islands in 1977. Their 
daughter, Jean Sindel, took over 
then and ran the business until 
her daughter, Diane, decided to 
come back to Albany and join 
her in 1990, taking over the 
management in 1995. 

When Diane graduated from 
UCLA she went into the enter- 
tainment field, working with 
MGM in their home video de- 
partment, then for Tri Star Fea- 
tures in feature films.

they had everything they 
needed to keep them going, 
from small items to bank ac- 
counts. 

“Tt was really a lot of fun,” 
she says.

“The 
job they offered me was not 
what I wanted.” 

So she decided to study real 
estate, It was at this time that 
she met and married Steve, a 
police officer who now works 
in Alameda.

Volunteer medical clinic an incredible experience 


“Do you have Macbeth?” 

— Asked by a young man at 
the Remote Area Medical clinic, 
in Grundy, Va., Oct. 16, 2004

S EVERAL MONTHS AGO I 


With donations from friends, 
family and the community, we 
eventually ended up with about 
225 new books, for toddlers 
through teens. And on Oct. 16 
and 17, the books were given 
out to rural, low-income fami- 
lies in Grundy, Va. 

It was a wonderful and moy- 
ing experience to be part of 
RAM for a few days. This orga- 
nization is dedicated to helping 
families get the medical, dental 
and optical care they need. 
They provide the equipment 
and the hosting county pro- 
vides a local coordinator and 
medical personnel, as well as 
funds for housing and feeding

The Grundy event was held 
at an elementary school. The 
cafeteria became a dental 
clinic, where dentists were 
lined up, side by side, working 
on patient after patient. Teeth 
were filled, pulled and cleaned 
and root canals were per- 
formed. A mobile eye clinic 
was stationed outside the 
school and long lines of people 
waited to get eye exams and 
glasses on the spot. Smaller 
rooms in the school were de- 
voted to inoculations, check- 
ups, hearing tests and general 
medical concerns. Everywhere 
I looked there were families 
waiting patiently to be seen 
and they moved from clinic to 
clinic, depending on their 
needs. 

The lines actually started 
Friday evening, when people 
began to wait for the next 
morning’s registration, which 


started at 7. I arrived Friday af- 
ternoon and was greeted 
warmly by the RAM and local 
coordinators. In fact, the local 
county coordinator insisted on 
paying for my motel room, 
since I was officially part of the 
RAM volunteer corps. 

When I came back early the 
next morning, dentist drills 
were already buzzing, glasses 
were already being made, and 
everywhere there were people 
sitting patiently, ready to wait 
all day if necessary. One of the 
RAM coordinators told me that 
many of the Grundy patients 
were people who had waited 
hours and hours at the Wise 
County, Va., clinic, only to be 
turned away because there just 
wasn’t enough time to see 
everyone. 

I was given a long cafeteria 
table in the corner of the lobby 
and I laid out books on one 
side and bookmark-making 
materials on the other side. I 
then spent eight hours giving 
out books, and talking to par- 
ents, grandparents and chil- 
dren. 

On the whole, the adults 
came and went, and the chil- 
dren stayed, We made book- 
marks and flip books and had 
discussions about books, life, 


teeth, school and California. 
The kids and the adults were 
warm and friendly — true 
Southerners — and | felt lucky 
to be part of their lives for that 
short time. 


The first day was the busiest 
and when I finally took a lunch 
break, it was the first chance I 
had to really talk to some of 
the hundreds of volunteers. 
There were medical profession- 
als of all kinds, as well as stu- 
dents, retirees and everyone in 
between. There was even a 
group of college students from 
Notre Dame, who had spent 16 
hours driving there (not count- 
ing the hours they spent lost). 


I have never been part of 
such a huge and well organized 
volunteer effort, and I came 
away touched and impressed 
by the dedication, generosity 
and kindness of everyone I 
met. Every patient was treated 
with courtesy, patience and 
true caring. It was an incredi- 
ble experience, and I hope to 
do it again and again.

Measure F claims false 


Two candidates for Albany 
City Council, Robert Lieber and 
Brian Parker, contend the coun- 
cil broke trust with the voters by 
allocating a portion of the Mea- 
sure F bond money to City Hall 
improvements. This is untrue. 


As co-chair of the Measure F, 
G & Helection campaign I know 
exactly what the voters were told. 
In the city attorney’s impartial 
analysis in the voter pamphlet, 
the “repair, replacement or retro- 
fit of police, fire and other city 
buildings” was the second bul- 
leted item on the list of potential 
Measure F projects. The project 
was listed as a potential project 
in all of our campaign literature. 
It seems disingenuous for these 
candidates advocate a new, to- 
tally unnecessary, ballot measure. 
The city hall project is a critical 
seismic safety project. 


The real focus of the Lieber 
and Parker campaigns seems to 
be the Albany waterfront. Both 
are single-issue candidates with 
no experience working with 
other citizens on any of Albany’s 
many Commissions and Com- 
mittees. Their brochures appear 
to be funded by out-of-city 
money and their highest profile 
endorsers aren't local citizens.

“Basically the place (Cougar 
Field) is in really bad condition 
and it hasn’t been upgraded for 
years,” said Roger Carlsen, a mem- 
ber of the Albany High School ath- 
letic boosters, the Albany Little 
League board of directors and the 
school district’s budget advisory 
committee. 

The high and middle schools 
are the primary users of the field, 
though it could be extended to 
summer use and youth soccer and 
Little League use if the track is up-

Note that, although uncommon 
and not advisable, it is possible for 
a seller to instruct his agent not to 
disclose the number of offers or 
who wrote them. In that instance, 
buyers’ agents will not be told who 
else is bidding. It is imperative, how- 
ever, that any information given out 
by a licensed salesperson be true, 
to the best of his knowledge. 

There are whispers of some, 
overly aggressive, listing agents 
who threaten buyers’ agents that 
their offer will not be accepted if 
they use certain inspectors. Agents 
who do this may not realize they 
are setting themselves and their 
sellers up for possible buyer com- 
plaints and monetary penalties af- 
ter close of escrow. Buyers have 
the right to use any inspectors of 
their choosing and should not be 
intimidated. 

In another scenario, a house is 
about to fall out of contract. The list- 
ing agent asks the buyer's agent 
not to provide him with the inspec- 
tion reports and plans not to dis- 
close to future buyers the existence 
of these previous inspections. This 
is a serious breach of an agent's 
fiduciary duties and could result not 
only in disciplinary action, but mon- 
etary damages against the agent 
and his seller. 


Buyers’ and sellers’ 
agents 


A common mistake made by 
some listing agents is to tell com- 
peting buyers’ agents that a con- 
tract with no financing or inspec- 
tion contingencies is best. Some 
agents advise their buyers to write 
non-contingent offers so as to be 
“more competitive.” 

The problem is that most buy- 
ers need to get a loan. Having a 
valid pre-approval letter is no guar- 
antee of a loan. If the financing 
does not go through, e.g., because 
an identity search determines there 
is a child support lien, both the 
buyer and seller could be harmed. 

The seller might have made fi- 
nancial commitments with the an- 
ticipated funds because the con- 
tract was contingency-free. With no

failed escrow, this could result in 
large losses for him. The listing 
agent may not have cautioned the 
seller to wait until loan documents 
are in escrow before making irrev- 
ocable plans. 

The buyer, conversely, may not 
have understood the ramifications 
of no loan contingency. If it was not 
fully explained to the buyer that he 
could be liable to the seller if he 
does not get a loan, the buyer 
might look to his agent for those 
damages. (See “Pre-Approval Let- 
ters: Can You Count on Them?” on 
my Web site.) 

Further, buyers are entitled to 
adequate time to inspect the prop- 
erty and research permits, neigh- 
borhood conditions, etc. Eliminat- 
ing the inspection contingency 
creates the potential for a later le- 
gal challenge by the buyer against 
both agents and the seller. This is 
true even if the seller provided pre- 
sale reports. 

Caution and care is most called 
for when there is dual agency-the 
same agent representing both 
buyer and seller. Not all agents 
have the capacity or experience to 
fulfill this role correctly. 

As an example, sometimes the 
listing agent is a dual agent where 
there are multiple offers. If that agent 
writes a contract with no financing 
contingency and a very short in- 
spection period, he could be putting 
both the buyer and seller in a vul- 
nerable position. Suppose the buyer 
does not get the loan—the buyer 
and seller could be damaged, with 
the dual agent in the middle. 


Similarly, if escroy

Consumers confused about credit scores 


@ Survey finds that majority 
don't understand scores’ 
significance

Most Americans do not under- 
stand credit scores despite the 
scores’ increasing importance in 
obtaining loans, insurance, hous- 
ing and even jobs, according to the 
results of a survey by the Consumer 
Federation of America and Provid- 
ian Financial. 

Most consumers do not under- 
stand what credit scores measure, 
what good and bad scores are, and 
how scores can be improved. The 
survey interviewed 1,027 American 
adults in late July. 

Stephen Brobeck, CFA execu- 
tive director, said credit scores 
should become another key num- 
ber, such as weight, that Americans 
keep track of on a regular basis. 

“The cost of not knowing your 
score and its significance could be 
not only denial of credit but also dif- 
ficulty obtaining needed services 
and even a job,” Brobeck said. 

Most consumers surveyed cor- 
rectly understand that lenders use 
credit scores, but only a minority 
know that electric utilities, home in- 
surers and landlords often use 
credit scores to decide whether to 
sell a service and at what price. The 
good news in the survey is that

details. 

Consumers eventually reveal 
that information if they decide to 
seek financing with one of the 
lenders that responded to their ap- 
plication. By that time, however, the 
loan is already priced out and un- 
likely to change, Lazerson said. 

And consumers by then under- 


stand how much the loan really 
should cost because of the infor- 
mation Mortgage Grader provides 
them. Mortgage Grader also reveals 
to consumers the wholesale price 
of the loans, along with the com- 
pany’s margins on the loans. Con- 
sumers can then decide whether 
they believe the service is worth that 
price. 


“Nobody in our world discloses 
their margins,” Lazerson said. “It's 
sort of ironic because Realtors have 
done it for years. If it's good enough 
for the Realtors, it should be good 
enough for us,” 

Consumers like Raymond Mck- 
own appear to appreciate the open- 
ness. McKown was intrigued by

in refinancing his La Verne, Calif., 
house. He liked the way Mortgage 
Grader loan officers took the time 
to explain everything to him, which 
he found to be a total change from 
his previous experiences with mort- 
gage professionals.

‘Ray offers a peek into a fascinating life well lived

Ray Charles lived a long, rich 
life before dying this June at age 
73. He was a great musician, and 
his rise from farm boy to fame is 
a fascinating, essentially Ameri- 
can tale, one that cries out for a 
biographical movie. 

With “Ray,” director Taylor 
Hackford gives us just that. It is 
not a great movie, suffering from 
the conundrum of being both too 
shallow and too long, but it is still 
an easy movie to recommend be- 
cause of the experience it gives 
us. 

For those who have loved 
Charles’ music without giving 
much thought to the man, the 
movie may hold some surprises, 
filling us in on a far-from-perfect 
history. For fans already familiar 
with the ups and downs, it offers 
the joy of seeing the sources of 
his inspiration. And of course 
there is the music, all actual 
recordings, carefully selected by 
Charles himself. 

Jamie Foxx plays Ray Charles 
Robinson (he was persuaded to 
drop his last name when his ca- 
reer began to take off), from a 
teenager in 1948 through his re- 
habilitation from heroin addic- 
tion in 1966, with a brief coda set 
in 1979. In periodic, overly sen- 
timentalized flashbacks, we also 
see Charles as a young boy liv- 
ing on a Florida sharecropping 
farm with his mother (Sharon 
Warren) and his little brother 
George. 

Hackford and James L. White, 
who wrote the screenplay, focus 
the story on the years between 
the tragic death of George, which 
Charles blamed himself for, and 
his eventual self-forgiveness. 
They’ve done so to give structure 
to a long life well lived: Charles 
recorded more than 75 albums 
and had 12 children. Given that 
the movie, which runs more than 
2% hours, still feels bloated, you

can understand their decision — 
it would probably take a 10-hour 
miniseries to really encompass 
Charles’ life. But it still feels a lit- 
tle arbitrary, awfully Hollywood 
and occasionally cheesy. 

To their credit, the filmmak- 
ers have not shied away from 
Charles’ less admirable qualities. 
He’s depicted here as a shame- 
less philanderer, a man who 
found himself an innocent 
woman, Della Bea (the lovely 
Kerry Washington), to marry and 
bear his children, and then did 
whatever he wanted with other 
women on the road. He was also 
a hard-core drug user, a heroin 
addict who felt that after his early 
suffering, he deserved whatever 
solace he could find. 

It has been easy to forget that 
Charles ever struggled because, 
blind since age 7 due to glau- 
coma, he always made his dis- 
ability look insignificant. “Ray” 
reveals a lot about the way 
Charles was manipulated and 
taken advantage of; as a young 
performer he eventually had to 
demand cash payments in sin- 
gles because he’d had people tell 
him $1 bills were fives or 10s. 
That he became a ruthless busi- 
nessman, at times capable of his 
own cruel coldheartedness, 
makes perfect sense. 

Charles had so many tics —

the bashful smile, the off-kilter 
walk, the tendency to hug him- 
self — that anyone playing him 
has to do a certain amount of 
mimicry. Foxx does it so skillfully 
that it often seems as if we’re 
seeing Charles himself onscreen. 
It’s a showy role, and he’ll prob- 
ably get an Oscar nomination for 
it, but the constraints of the 
biopic — with dates and new lo- 
cations flashing onscreen every 
few minutes — prevent the actor 
from truly transcending that 
sense of imitation. 

The supporting players do ad- 


mirable work, including “The 
West Wing’s” Richard Shiff and 
Curtis Armstrong, respectively, 
as Atlantic Records executives 
Jerry Wexler and Ahmet Ertegun. 
It is also worth noting that “Ray” 
alone just about doubles the 
number of African-American ac- 
tors in high profile roles in a big 
budget Hollywood movie this 
year. Clifton Powell as Charles’ 
longtime assistant Jeff Brown is 
particularly good; as is Harry 
Lennix, who plays the slightly 
oily Joe Adams. As Charles’ 
mother, newcomer Warren gives 


a somewhat strident perfor- 
mance, but it would take a stony 
heart not to be touched by her 
scenes with the young Charles. 
Where the movie never falters 
is in portraying the musical ge- 
nius of Ray Charles, who evolved 
over time from an imitator of Nat 
King Cole into a performer with 
a distinct, irreplaceable voice. In 
one memorable scene, he’s in the 
midst of a fight with a mistress, 
Margie Hendricks (Regina King) 
over the baby she’s refusing to 
abort, when the inspiration for 
“Hit the Road, Jack” hits him. 


Margie is furious with him, but 
still can’t resist joining in with 
him as he creates the song. Hack- 
ford then cuts to a full-blown ver- 
sion of the tune, with Charles 
playing it to a full dance hall and 
Margie singing every chorus with 
bitter spite. It’s a clever way of 
showing the expression of a life 
in song, and that is “Ray’s” true 
strength.

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Political ads get 
nasty up north 


SEATTLE — I miss Dave 
Ross on KCBS Radio, those 
funny, tongue-in-cheek commen- 
taries he did every day at 2:35 
on KCBS for the CBS network. I 
also miss his talk show, arguably 
the best in the country, on Seat- 
tle’s big KIRO Radio each day 
between 9 and noon. Ross is 
apolitical, witty, and entertain- 
ing. Whenever I’m up in the Pa- 
cific Northwest I always try to 
tune in his KIRO show. 

But Ross, somewhat reluc- 
tantly, is running for Congress 
up here for an open seat as the 
Democratic candidate in Wash- 
ington’s 8th Congressional Dis- 
trict. He talked openly on his ra- 
dio show last summer about 
being approached by Demo 
party officials to run for the seat. 
On KIRO, Ross was decidedly 
ambivalent about the idea. He 
knew he’d be smeared. And 
that’s just what’s happening to 
the humorous radio personality. 

Washington is a swing state, 
and as Election Day approaches 
the airwaves up here are full of 

nasty ads — for Bush and Kerry, 
for the U.S. Senate, and now, 
from Ross’s Republican oppo- 
nent, a weasel impersonator 
named Dave Reichert. I’m a reg- 
istered Republican myself (don’t 
write; I’m voting for Kerry), and 
this guy’s ads are a disgrace to 
the party. Reichert is sheriff of 
King County. 

Ross opposes a $100 million 
missile-defense system sought 
by the Bush administration. I 
once supported the idea myself 
(when the Soviet Union was a 
military threat), but now it 
seems silly. Reichert’s anti-Ross 
TV ads superimpose the words 
“empower terrorists” over im- 
ages of children and terrorists. 
Charming. 

Knowing a bit about the 
good-natured Ross, when I saw 
the ad on KING-TV up here, I 
wanted to punch Reichert. It was 
not unlike calling Charles Os- 
good, whom Ross fills in for oc- 
casionally, pro-terrorist. Ross 
told the Seattle Times this about 
the ad: “It’s so over the top I 
doubt that any serious-minded 
person is going to pay attention 
to them.” The Republicans stand 
by the ad. Welcome to the new, 
nasty world of Texas-style cam- 
paigning. We don’t see a lot of 
this in California, which is far 
more liberal, but we probably 
will in future elections. The 
same kind of thing is happening 
to Democratic U.S. Sen. Patty 
Murray up here. Murray’s al- 
ways struck me as a centrist, 
mildly liberal type, a uniter. Now 
I learn from her Republican op- 
ponent’s TV ads that she’s a big 
fan of Osama bin Laden. 

Where does my party keep 
coming up with these weasels — 
the term Washington state Rep. 
Lynn Kessler recently used for 
Murray’s opponent, U.S. Con- 
gressman George Nethercutt? 
Nethercutt’s TV ads supposedly 
showing Murray saying good 
things about Osama came under 
scrutiny by the narrator of the 
KING-TV Senatorial candidates’ 

debate I watched here last week. 

Asked if the ads weren't vi- 
cious, Nethercutt shrugged and 
admitted they were “tough.” He 
quickly added that they were 
“truth-based.” Murray, not a con- 
frontational type, looked down 
and sighed. And you thought 
“liberals” like Kerry were the 
only ones being attacked in 
these vicious ads on TV these 
days. It’s also political moderates 
like Ross and Murray. And it 
doesn’t augur well for the future 
of politics in this country.

A dismaying ad of another 
sort is running in the Seattle 
Times daily, headlined “A Threat 
To Our Nation.” Another sleazy 
political ad? No, it’s for the 
Times itself, and says the re- 
spected daily is “at risk” from a 
takeover by the Hearst Corpora- 
tion, which also gobbled up the 
S.E Chronicle. “The Seattle 
Times is one of the few remain- 
ing independent metropolitan 
newspapers in the country,” the 
ad reminds readers. It adds that 
the Times’ owners are fighting 
back by selling off assets.

BERKELEY — Where can you 
find images of Rita Hayworth, 
surrounded by Chinese coins and 
snakes? Originally, the art came 
from Bali — an island of 2.5 mil- 
lion people, most of the Hindu 
faith, in Indonesia. But through 
Feb. 16, this object and 85 oth- 
ers are on display at the Gradu- 
ate Theological Union Library. 

“This is a traditional hanging 
— folk art,” said curator Joseph 
Fischer, 78, pointing at the piece. 
“Tt reflects the whims and desires 
of the maker, while conforming 
with traditional symbols like the 
double snake,” the longtime 
Berkeley resident said. 

Fisher, who taught at the UC 
Berkeley Graduate School of Ed- 
ucation, has been traveling to In- 
donesia, teaching there and col- 
lecting Balinese art since 1956. 

“Bali has some of the most 
distinctive art and ritual culture 
in the whole world,” he ex- 
plained. “The diversity of mate- 
rials used and the fact that the 
culture is still very much alive” 
draw Fischer and his wife Clare, 
70, back to that island and its art 
— again and again, he said. 

The Fischers’ exhibit at the 
GTU highlights both folk art, 
which is used in religious prac- 
tice, and contemporary art, which 
is mainly sold to tourists and lo- 
cal. Both categories, he said, in- 
clude paintings, wood carvings, 
stone sculpture, textiles, puppets, 
masks, offering figures and rit- 
ual paraphernalia. 

“Joe has a profound interest 
in folk art and is committed to

demonstrating that craft is art,” 
said Clare, a professor of religion 
and culture at the Starr King 
School for the Ministry in Berke- 
ley. 

A dramatic black and red 
dance mask depicts Natrag Di- 
rah, a character in the dance 
drama Calonarang, who keeps a 
list of bad people and punishes 
them in the afterlife. This piece 
of lacquered painted wood was 
carved by the artist I Wayan 
Muka. 

Nearby, a pair of multi-colored 
gambling dice made of wood are 
decorated with the hero Hanu- 
man, from the ancient Indian 
epic Ramayana, and Garuda, the 
eagle-like vehicle of the Hindu 
god Wisnu (or Visnu). 


There are also contemporary 
paintings of men preparing for a 
cockfight and women making 
traditional offerings of fruit and 
a cone of white rice. Colorful 
shadow puppets also are on dis- 
play. 

“Art is something that every- 
body does” in Bali, said the Fis- 
cher’s grandson Ian Laycock, a 
student at SF State who traveled 
to Indonesia this summer. “It is 
so much a part of the culture — 
and the seen and unseen worlds 
are equal in importance.” 

Some traditional skills are be- 
ing negatively impacted by Bali’s 
development, Fischer said. “I 
went to some villages seven years

He says that the warm air had to 
He generated close to the occupants so the 
heat output could be kept low and still pro- 
vide adequate warmth to the head and neck.

When current is applied to 
the element it heats up in seconds. That's 
because its electrical resistance climbs when 
its heated. This reduces power draw, tak- 
ing advantage of what engineers call posi- 
tive temperature coefficient. The PTC heater 
i$ small enough to conceal inside the head- 
rest of the SLK. Aluminum fins on the heater 
funnel air outward as it blows from the fan. 
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Airscarf even adjusts for changes in tem- 
perature and vehicle speed. It has a three- 
speed switch and an electronic controller 
that monitors speed, and inside/outside tem- 
peratures. The neck blower automatically 
changes fan speed based on the data the 
sensors collect. However, if you want to 
manually set the system you can override 
the automatic settings. 

There's a lot more to the SLK than cli- 
mate control. Mercedes engineers have cre- 
ated a vehicle that is virtually free of the cowl 
shake, loose door vibrations and rattles 
many convertibles are plagued with. The 
SLK has the solid feeling customarily ex- 
pected from a luxury sedan. Using large 
amounts of high-strength steels and an ar- 
ray of other modern materials helps create 
a chassis and body that resists twisting and 
bending. In addition, the SLK’s aerodynamic 
design eliminates much of the wind noise 
associated with driving convertibles Mer- 
cedes engineers have also tuned up the 
2005 SLK350's performance to respectable 
sports car levels.

Top 
speed is electronically limited to 155 mph, 
more fitting for German autobahns than se- 
date U.S. speed limits. 

The 2005 model has an MSRP of

In the summer of 2001, Allyn Kil- 
sheimer was about to fulfill his dream of 
owning a car from the earliest days of au- 
tomobiles. He answered an ad for an 
1899 Locomobile placed by a man in 
Bear Lake, Calif., who was looking for a 
good home for his little steam runabout. 

The buyer and seller are both engi- 
neers, which was helpful during the get- 
ting acquainted phase of the initial inter- 
view. Eventually, the seller decided that 
Kilsheimer passed muster and the deal 
for the then 102-year-old car was made 
over the telephone. 

Kilsheimer sent the California man the 
money and in the spring of 2002, the Lo- 
comobile was trucked cross country to Kil- 
sheimer's Washington, D.C. home. He was 
ecstatic when his little steam car arrived. 

The 1899 Locomobile is 4 feet, 5 inches 
wide and 5 feet, 4 inches tall (to the top of 
the seat back). It is 7 feet, 3 inches long 
bumper-to-bumper — though it has no 
“bumpers.” The entire rig is supported on 
a 57-inch wheelbase by white rubber 28x3- 
inch, four-ply tires mounted on 40-spoke 
nickel-plated bicycle wheels. With a full 
load of five gallons of water and three gal- 
lons of gasoline the total weight is still less 
than 700 pounds. The little steamer has a

black wooden Stanhope body with a spin- 
dle seat. On either end of the dashboard 
are vertical slots for the reins controlling a 
horse to pass through, evidence that the 
body was initially made for use as a horse- 
drawn carriage. 

Once Kilsheimer had possession of 
the car, he corresponded with the previ- 
ous Owner in an attempt to learn how to 
operate the five wooden-handled valves 
under the leather flap located behind the 
driver's ankles. The six-metal-handled 
valves on the outside of the car also 
posed perplexing questions. The previ- 
ous owner sent him a cryptic message: 
“Don't try to start it!” Kilsheimer abided 
by the warning not to light the boiler, but 
he did hook the Locomobile to a com- 
pressed air hose and actually drove his 
car on the limited tether in his driveway 
propelled by air under pressure instead 
of steam under pressure. “| wanted to 
make sure it ran,” he says. Compressed 
air works just as well as steam to verify 
the workings of the engine. 

The horsehair-packed tufted leather 
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passengers get lots of knee, foot and hip 
room, plus the rear seatback gently ad- 
justs backward for better back support. 
When in need of cargo room, the rear 
seats fold completely flat in a split-fold 
fashion. Up front the driver is in complete 
control with a commanding, panoramic 
View of the road ahead. Climate and au- 
dio buttons and dials are intuitive to the 
driver's reach. Another nice factor is that 
while the ride height is high and com- 


manding, stepping into and out of this 
compact sport utility is effortless. 

All Outlander models are powered by the 
16-valve, 2.4-liter inline four-cylinder engine. 
It delivers 160 horsepower at 5,750 rpm and 
162 pounds-foot of torque at 4,000 rpm. The 
automatic transmission features Sportonic, 
a manual mode which allows the driver to 
enjoy shifting without a clutch. The power- 
plant mated to the four-speed automatic 
achieves EPA ratings of 21 miles per gallon 
city and 25 mpg highway. 

Revisions to the Outlander made a big 
impression on me. Mitsubishi has offers 
compact SUV buyers good reasons to 
take a test-drive.

Along with bigger dimensions, 2005

Efficient low emissions vehicles demonstrated

SHANGHAI — Several automakers 
used last week's Michelin Challenge 
Bibendum, held in Shanghai, to unveil 
their newest environmentally-friendly en- 
gines, models and strategies. Held in 
China for the first time, the event was a 
gathering and competition of energy-sav- 
ing, reduced-emission vehicles. Ford in- 
troduced a hydrogen-fueled powertrain 
that it boasts is “the world’s cleanest” in- 
ternal combustion engine, and it could 
go into production within 12 to 24 months. 
Ford’s powertrain is being demonstrated 
in a Ford Focus station wagon, called the 
Hydrogen Hybrid Research Vehicle 
(H2RV). The automaker's 2.3-liter inter- 
nal combustion engine, powered by hy- 
drogen and boosted by a supercharger, 
is paired with its patented Module Hybrid 
Transmission System. Ford says the hy- 
drogen engine, equipped with a lean ni- 
trogen oxide trap aftertreatment system, 
meets SULEV-Bin 2 emission standards, 
the world’s cleanest standard. In devel- 
oping the new powertrain, Ford’s target 
was to meet those emission requirements, 
produce virtually no carbon dioxide, but 
also deliver the performance of a typical 
gasoline-powered vehicle. 

“No company has ever demonstrated 
a hydrogen internal combustion engine 
that can meet these standards and have

near-zero carbon dioxide emissions,” said 
Sue Cischke, Ford vice president of En- 
vironmental and Safety Engineering. Ford 
sees the hydrogen-powered hybrid as a 
bridge between hybrids using gasoline 
engines with batteries and electric mo- 
tors and the ultimate in clean and fuel ef- 
ficiency — hydrogen-powered fuel cells. 

Volkswagen introduced the Golf TDI 
Hybrid concept, which combines a diesel 
engine with electric motors and batteries. 
The powertrain is comprised of a high- 
boost, downsized 1.4-liter turbodiesel en- 
gine with a power output of 85 kilowatt 
combined with a 15 kilowatt electric mo- 
tor. The engine is paired with VW's pro- 
duction dual-clutch gearbox. VW claims 
the diesel hybrid improves fuel economy 
by 10 to 15 percent over that of a gas- 
powered hybrid with the same power out- 
put. 

“The advantage of this concept is that 
it can be incorporated into existing pow- 
ertrain systems as an evolutionary de- 
velopment and therefore at comparatively 
low cost,” said Matthias Rabe, executive 
director of Volkswagen Group. In addi- 
tion to the hybrid, VW introduced the 
Touran HYmotion, a concept fuel-cell hy-

brid. Its 85-kilowatt fuel-cell system op- 
erates parallel with a high-powered nickel 
metal hydride battery system as its elec- 
trical energy source. Compressed hy- 
drogen, stored in tanks, fuels the system. 

Audi also showed a fuel-cell hybrid 
concept it called the A2H2. Based on the 
A2, the A2H2 combines a fuel cell, elec- 
tric motor and powerful battery in a pack- 
age that is intended to convey Audi's 
sporty image. It boasts a top speed and 
acceleration on par with the production 
A2, but with far better fuel efficiency and 
lower emissions. Its fuel economy is the 
equivalent of three liters of diesel fuel per 
100 kilometers, a figure Audi claims is be- 
low any production hybrid with a spark- 
ignition engine. It qualifies as a zero-emis- 
sion vehicle with only water vapor coming 
from the exhaust pipe. 

On the heels of Toyota's announce- 
ment that it will sell and build its hybrid 
Prius in China, General Motors said it will 
build a hybrid-powered bus with its Chi- 
nese partners and study the feasibility of 
mass production of hybrid vehicles in the 
country. “This is a first step,” said Eliza- 
beth Lowery, GM vice president, energy 
and environment. “The question is to fig- 
ure out what place the technology has in 
the China market." GM's strategy has 
been to apply hybrid technology to high- 
volume and high-fuel consuming vehicles. 
Once it applies hybrid technology to ve- 
hicles like buses and then moves it into 
full-size trucks, as it has with its Chevro- 
let Silverado and GMC Sierra, it will add 
sport utilities and eventually cars. 

In China, the hybrid bus, to hit Shang- 
hai streets next year, will allow GM and 
its partners to study how hybrids, from 
buses to cars, fit into the marketplace, 
said Lowery. Buses play a significant role 
in transportation in cities like Shanghai, 
with about 17,000 in operation. 

GM will supply the propulsion system 
for its Chinese partners to package into 
a bus. Its Allison Transmission Division 
developed the hybrid technology. It uses 
dual electric motors to launch the bus 
from a stop, regenerative braking to cap- 
ture energy along and an advanced bat- 
tery to store the energy. The system al- 
ready powers 335 public buses in nine 
North American cities, delivering fuel 
economy that is 60 percent better than 
non-hybrid buses and reducing certain 
emissions by up to 90 percent.
